The fact that 
he was to deliver an address at Lexing- 
ton has been well advertised throughout 
Tirginia and the people of that state will 
be very much disappointed at his un- 
avoidable absence.

Speaker Carlisle will make another ap- 
pointment to speak at Lexington later 
on. 


Hovsn. 


Mr. Scott, of Pennsylvania, asked 
unanimous consent to 
introduce for 
present consideration, a bill supplemen- 
tory to an act to execute certain treaty 
stipulations relating to the Chinese, ap- 
proved May 6th, 1882. 
The bill passed 
without objection or division. 


Section 1 provides that from and after 
the passage of this act, it shall be un- 
lawful for any Chinese laborer, who 
shall at any time heretofore have been, 
or who may now, or hereafter be a resi- 
dent within the United States, and who 
shall have departed, or shall depart 
therefrom, and shall not have returned 
before the passage of this act, to return 
to the United States. 


Sections 2 provides that no certifi- 
cates of identity, provided for in the 
fourth and fifth sections of the act to 
which this is a supplement, and shall 
hereafter be issued, and every certificate 
heretofore issued in pursuance thereof 
is hereby declared void and of no effect 
and the Chinese laborer claiming ad- 
mission by virture thereof shall not be 
permitted to enter the United States. 


Section 8 provides that all duties pre- 
scribed and liabilities, penalties and for- 
feitures prescribed by the second, tenth, 
eleventh and twelfth sections of the act 
to which this is supplementary, are 
hereby extended and made applicable to 
the provisions of this act. 


Mr. Scott stated that the proposed 
legislation was the only means by which 
the Chinese laborer could be kept out of 
the oouDtry. 


The state department is still officially 
ignorant of the reported refusal of the 
Chinese government to ratify the treatv.

INDIANA DEMOCBTTIC. 


Salisfaetory Resutu» of Polling 
the 
State—Cleveland Galnlng aad 
Harison Losing. 


Irdiakapolib, 8ept 8.—The demo- 
crats have completed their poll of the 
state, and the footings have been made 
by the state central committee, with re- 
sults far more satisfactory than was at 
first anticipated, and the result is a 
stronger confidence in the ability of the 
party to carry the state for the national 
and state nominees and also to secure a 
majority in the general assembly. 


The most pronounced gains as shown 
by the poll are from the manufacturing 
cities of Evansville, Fort Wayne, South 
Bend, Terre Haute, Richmond and New 
Albany, all of \(hioh are railroad cities. 
The gains in each instance come from 
the laboring classes, and emphasize the 
fact that the opposition to Harri- 
son among the class is very pronounced. 
In the majority of cases the poll shows 
the strength of the state and national 
tickets to be about the same, but in 
the cities named Cleveland appears to 
be stronger than the state ticket, a cir- 
cumstance that goes to show that the 
measure of dissatisfaction with Harrison 
is greater than with the republican 
state ticket. 


In the eight counties which constitute 
tho natural gas belt of the state and 
where the republicans expected to make 
large gains, the democrats appear to be 
holding their vote of four years ago and 
to have gained among the new popula- 
tion in equal proportion with the repub- 
licans. The poll in these counties was 
taken before any tariff doouments were 
distributed, and the suggestions of the 
list takers indicate that the distribution 
of this literature will add a great many 
votes to the party. 


In the strictly agricultural counties 
the poll shows a very gratifying state of 
affairs, the party making a few gains 
among the prominent 
and 
wealthy 
classes and many among the farm labor- 
ers and mechanics of the small towns 
and county seats. 
Among the coal 
miners of southern Indiana there ap- 
pears tb be more doubtful voters than in 
any other class, but, as the majority of 
these have been republicans, the fact 
that they are now classed as doubtful is 
regarded as favorable to the democrats.

Seven Firemen KlUed and a MUlloa 
Dollars' Worth of Property 
Destroyed at Baltimore. 


Balkkobb, Sept 8.—One of the most 
disastrous fires, both to life and prop- 
erty, that has occurred in this city for 
many years, broke out at hall past four 
o'clock yesterday morning, at No. 109 
South Sharp street, and, spreading^ with 
great rapidity on either side, destroyed 
seven fine four-story iron and brick- 
front buildings on Sharp street and the 
back buildings of nearly the whole row 
of houses on Pratt street 
between 
Sharp and Hanover. 


The north waU of building No. 109

a period of twenty-one years. 
Some 
five or six reputable citizens of Posey 
county made affidavits ihat they had 
heard him make these declarations, 
which affidavits were circulated in hand 
bill form during the year 1844, when he 
was the whig candidate for prosecuting 
attorney. Afterwards, in 1854, when he 
was the democratic candidate for judge 
of the supreme court, copies of the hand 
bills of 1844 were circulated, and some 
of the parties who had made the original 
affidavits signed a certificate that they 
had not had anything to do with pub- 
lishiog the hand bills of 1864, but none 
of them ever certified that the hand bills 
of 1814 were not true and correct. 
These facts will not be denied. If t h ^ 
should be, they are susceptible of proof. 


The next act of Gen. Hovey in his life

The next act in his life work, as the 
poor man's friend was during the war, 
when he was a republican and issued 
his bigotted and proscriptive order, as a 
military commander, against the Jews 
as a class, excluding them from his lines 
and denouncing them as mercenary 
spies, traitors, and bloodhounds of com- 
merce, 


The act in his life work, as the poor 
man's friend, was after the war was over 
and he had returned from Peru, as a 
kind of non-partisan free trader, when, 
year after year he bought for taxes, in 
large quantities, the real estate of help- 
less widows and orphans, as well as of 
poor soldiers and other laboring men 
compelling them to pay the exhorbitant 
sums necessary to redeem their real 
estate or taking it and quieting his title 
thereto by law suits brought for that 
purpose, all of which are matters of 
public record. 


These are a few salient points in the 
history of General Hovey's life work, as 
the Poor Man's Friend, and now that he 
has become a candidate for governor and 
his indiscrete friends have invited an ex- 
amination of his record it is proper to 
let the people know the facts. 


In view of the premises, it seems 
somewhat strange and incomprehensible 
that the republican leaders of Indian- 
apolis, after failing to secure Governor 
Porter as a candidate for governor to 
strengthen General Harrison where he 
was the weakest, with the laboring 
classes, should aid in the nomination of 
General Hovey. 


The friendship of General Hovey for 
the poor man, like his Quixotic measures 
in congress for the supposed relief of the 
soldier, entitles him to the appellation 
of Humbug Hovey, which has been 
given him.

Hon. Hugh McOolloch's "Memories 
of titxae Contemporaries," published in 
the corrent issue of Seribner'» Mageuine 
fa a Tery interesting account uf a mem- 
orable and somewhai adventurous typi- 
cal American life. >Vhen Mr. McUuIloch 
eame from New York in his emigration 
from New England to Fort Wayne fifty- 
four years ago a large part of the journey 
was by stage coach over the old National 
road. Mr. McOnlloeh's recoUeetions of 
Marshall, John Quindy Adams, Thomas 
Oorwin, Henry ^ard Beecher (then a 
young preacher in Indiana), Sahnon P. 
Ohase and other contemporaries of his 
eariy western residence are Interesting, 
and, as is strange in the case of men so 
much written about, novel. 


The political portion of Mr. McOul 
loch's article commences with the ad 
ministration of Lincoln, and includes 
rapid review of the principal epochs of 
the war, an appreciative sketch of Grant, 
a more extended review of President 
Johnson's doings and a tribute to Presi- 
dent Arthur. 


About Thomas Gorwin, concerning 
whom but little has been written for a 
man whose personality made so great 
mark upon his time, Mr. McCulloeh 
•ays: 


*Of Mr. Oorwin it is not too much to 
say that in wit, in humor, and general 
knowledge; in a ready command of 
language; in voice, in mobility and ex- 
pressiveness of features; in all the re- 
quisites for fascinating and effective 
stump oratory, he was without an equal. 
Men would travel twenty or thirty miles 
to listen to the matchless orator, and 
even his political opponents could not 
help joining in the applause which his 
speeches never failed to call forth. His 
memory was not only a perfect store 
honse of historical facts, but also of 
anecdotes and stories. 
It was worth a 
"Sabbath day's journey" to hear '*Tom 
Gorwin (as he was familiarly called) tell 
a story. 
No matter how frequently 
heard, it was always made fresh and racy 
by his variable and inimitable manner of 
telling it." 


The account of the early relationb of 
Chase and MoCulloch is interesting in 
view of the position both subsequently 
attained as secretary of the treasury 
and of the characteristics of their re 
spective adminietratious, which were 
typical of the nature and experience of 
the men. 
McCnlloch was a thorough 
banker of thirty years experience, per- 
fectly versed in the details of financial 
administration, but able to generalize 
and act largely on large occasions, while 
Chase was the statesman rather than 
the financier, trusting details to others, 
but quick in appreciating large plans, 
and courageous, but not reckless, in the 
execution of them. 


Of Mr. Fessenden, Mr. McGulloch 
thinks that had he been stronger in 
health he would have made a greater 
mark as finacciai administrator; but his 
health was weak, and he preferred legis 
lative to execntive worft, and simply oc- 
cnpied the place respectably. 


Of our military heroes Oen. Gtoorge 
H. Thomas is the ex-secretary's ideal, of 
whom he speaks as follows : 


'In the history of the great civil war, 
yet to be writtten by an impartial pen, 
no name will be more conspicuous, not 
for courage only, but for all the quali* 
ties required in a great commander, 
than that of George H Thomas. 
Nor 
was it as a soldier only that he was re- 
nowned. He was no less distinguished 
by his modesty, his unselfishness and 
hi8 keen sense of jostice. He was never 
his own trumpoter, nor with his appro- 
bation was any one the trumpeter of his 
fame. His supreme ambition was to do 
his duty, and lie was content that his 
reputation should rest upon his acts. 
He declined honors when by acceptmg 
them he wonld have sanctioned injus- 
tice to others. 


Why UaDcock was never assigned to 
the commatid of an army is a question 
that has often been asked. Probably 
his sterling democracy might have had 
something to do with it, but Mr. McCul- 
loeh thinks that more is to be ascribed 
to the influence of Stanton. He says: 


"Of hi:j qaalifications to command an 
armj' and (Ondnct a campaign, there 
must have been some doubt in the mind 
of Mr. Ldncoln, or he would have been 
tried in that capacity. It is not unlike- 
ly that these doubts were created by 
Secretary Stanton, with whom Hancock 
was not a favorite. There was appar- 
ently no good grounds for them. In all 
the battles in which he was engaged and 
that were unfavorable to the union 
armies, his position was a subordinate 
one, and he was in no manner responsi- 
ble for thefr results. On the contrary, 
his conduct in each was such as to just- 
ify the opinion that he possessed the 
qualities for absolute command; that if 
he had succeeded McGlellan in com- 
mand, the battle of Fredericksburg 
wonld not have been fought, and no 
such disasters as those at Ohancellors- 
ville and Bull Bun would have befallen 
the Grand Army of (he Potomac, or of 
Virginia, as it was for a short time 
called." 


The opinion that Hancock's selection 
would have averted the disasters of 
Fredericksburg. 
Onancellorsville and 
second Bull Bun is one that will find 
many indorsers. 


We quote below at length McGulIoch's 
tribute to General McGlellan, of whose 
merits as a commander too little has been 
said by recent writers: 


"The hold which McGlellan had upon 
his men, their love for him and the con- 
fidence which they had in him were dis- 
played when he took his leave of them 
and turned over the command to Bum- 
side, when it was difficult to say which 
predominated—sorrow or indignation; 
sorrow that they were to be separated 
from their beloved commander, indigna- 
tion at the injustice with which he had 
been treated. 


The prevalent opinion in regard to 
McGlellan was that it was his habit to 
over rate the strength of the enemy and 
under rate his own; that he was too 
much of an engineer, too cautious, too

inat he was wanting in that Mlf-oonfl- 
denoe whieh. united with a dear head 
and military knowledge, haa boen 
oharaoteristic of racoessfal g^erals. 
His position from the time he took com- 
mand of the Army of the Potomao up to 
tlie dose of his military career was such 
us DC i;i<ike liim cautions and prudent 
but I have looked in vain in Idsmilitaiy 
history for the evidence of such defect 
as have been attributed to him. 
It i 
certainly not found in his first campaigu 
in West Virginia; not in the Peninsula, 
where he had overything to contend 
with which was calculated to discourage 
him and his army, with no word of cheer 
from the headquarters in Wasliington 
not in his willingness to take again the 
command of the army after it had been 
Bhat.ered and demoralised; not in the 
rapidity with which ito discipline was 
restored and its spirit revived, so that it 
was able to meet and overcome the same 
foes by which it bad been defeated a few 
days before." 


Many an old soldier of the Army of 
the Potomac will thank the ex-secretary 
of the treasury for this good word on be- 
half of a commander as patient as daring, 
to whom history will yet assign his true 
place in military annals.

He haa 
left many books of sketches, and the r»- 
solts of nnmerous trips are left in iUna- 
ferated albnms. His favorite study waa 
the horse. One of his drawings repre* 
sentsahorse with his hindlegs wfldly 
waving in the air, while a yotmg woman 
stands on the lariat which h ^ beoK 
trailing behind him as he ran. 


The scene is supposed to be laid in 
Eaidzn, a little village on Lskke Biwa. 
The yonng woman, named Elaneko, ia 
noted fbr her stren^h. In stopping the 
rmuiway she simply stepped on tha 
lariat and the horse's further flight waa 
at once checked. Hoknsai is dead, but 
his pictures axe still held among his 
countrymen as examples of.perfeietionin 
ta-L—Olobe-Democrat.

the war, an appreciative sketch of Grant 
a more extended review of Presiden 
Johnson'* doings and a tribute to Presi 
dent Arthur. 


About Thomas Oorwin, concerning 


whom bnt little has beett written for a 
man whose personality made so great a 
mark upon his time, Mr. MoOnlloeh 
•ays:
